WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—The tower- 
ing profits and the super-efficient 
methods of the Ford company when 
the Ford car was just beginning its 
conquest of the world’s highways were 
described here today by Norval Haw- 
kins, who was a witness for the former 
minority stockholders in their appeal 
against an additional income tax as- 
sessment of $30,000,000 lodged by the 
Treasury Department on the sale of 
their stock. 

Mr. Hawkins has the reputation of 
being ‘“‘the world’s champion | sales- 
man,” a title bestowed upon him 
when he was general sales manager of 
the Ford Motor Car Company. A tall, 
lean man with a sharp gray eye, he 
disclosed himself on the stand as a 
master of the art of sales conversa- 
tion. At times he talked &o fast the 
stenographe?s groaned as they tried to 
pothook Hawkins’s account of how he 
sold Fords. 

The sales manager’s testimony, how- 
ever, was not all barter and sale. For 
instance, he disclosed that the profits 
of the Ford company from. 7903'to 1919, 
when the minority sold out to 
and Hdsel Ford, had been $299,000,000. 
Hawkins quoted John D. Rockefeller 
and George F. Baker “ag fig that 
there was nothing in #hé world to 
compare with the Ford success; 


Quotes du Pont on Chevrolet. 


Another he quoted was Pierre 8. du 
Pont, Chairman in 1921 of the: General 
Motors Corporation, makers of the 
Chevrolet, now competing briskly with 
Ford. Mr. Hawkins said that du Pont 
told Ford in 1921 that he would be 
content always to. be second to Ford. 

The witness scoffed at a trade war 
between’ Chevrolet and Ford. He said 
that if Ford cared to sell his car at the 
price he could, the Chevrolet: would be 
a high-priced car by conmiparigon. He 
gave it as his opinion that Ford could 
meet any competition and overwhelm 
it, because, as he put it, he could sell 
his car at cost and make a profit 
through discounts on his huge pur- 
chases and by the sale of scrap. 

The witness declared that in 1912 
Ford could have sold at -.cost and 


cleared $1,325,000, of which $678,000} Dal 


would have come from cash discounts. 
This figure, the witness pointed out, 
would have yielded a profit of about 
66 per cent. on the company’s then 
Capitalization of $2,000

Mr. Hawkins began with the Ford 
company in 1907 as an auditor. He 
is now a member of a firm of public 
accountants in Detroit. He remained 
in. the Ford organization until 1919, 
with time out for war service. In 1921, 
he testified, he was engaged at a sal- 
ary of $150,000 a year as a consultant 


on advertising and merchandising for} , 


the seventy-eight divisions of General 
Motors. e remained with that cor- 
poration for sixteen months, and it was 
in this period that he introduced Mr. 
du Pont to Henry Ford.

Testimony of bribe-taking by Hdge- 
water (N. J.) officials and detectives 
and New York and Federal officers, 
of the landing of liquor cargoes and 
of airplane flights for the so-called 
“Eker rum ring’’ opened the Govern- 
ment’s case yesterday in the trial of 
Mayor Henry Wissel of Edgewater, 
James A. Dinan, Chief of Police of 
that town, and seventeen others be- 
fore Judge Isaac M. Meekins and a 
jury in the United States District 
Court. 

In his opening address to the jury 
Assistant District Attorney Stichman 
said that he would prove that $22,500 
in cash and 400 cases of liquor valued 
at $50 a case and five cases of alcohol 
had been given to Mayor Wissel, 
which he was to sell, thereby netting 
a total of about $51,000. 

He said he would also prove that the 
defendants had banded together in a 
“great financial enterprise’. to import 
thousands of cases of liquor into this 
country to be disposed of clandestinely. 
He outlined the three counts in the: 
indictment, which allege conspiracy. to. 
land liquor in Edgewater and trygk it 
into. Manhattan for sale here, eanspira- 
cy to smuggle in the liquor without 
customs efitry or. the payment of duty 
aiid conspiracy to facilita transpor: | y 
tation on triicks and barges. 


Tells of Alleged Payments. 

Mr. Stichman said that the defen- 
dants, George Rosenbaum of Newark 
and Harry Gertner of New York City, 
had agreed with Cecil and Clifford 


Kinder, brothers, of Chicago, to trans- 

fer the liquor-at sea from the Tillie 

and to bring it to. Edgewater; that 

they had agréed to pay $10,000 to Gert- 

ner for the hire of the Tillie and to 
y certain sums for the liquor. 

He told the jury he would prove that 
the ater Boat Repair Yards 
owners to let the liquor be 
landed there for 75 cents a case and 
55 cents a case for labor;. that for 
$20,000 Police Sergeant John J. Lowery 
of the New: York Marine Division had 
agreed not to see the Eker, and that 
Edward A. Ritz, custom. inspector, 
had agreed not to seize it on the 
promise of ‘‘certain sums of. money.’ 

Cecil Kinder, confessed rum-runner. 
alleged leader of the conspiracy ard 
now chief Government witness, testi- 
fied under direct examination by Mr. 
Stichman that he had paid $20,000 to 
Police Sergeant Lowery, $8,500 to 
Chief of Police of Dinan of Edgewater 
and $500 to Customs Inspector Ritz for 
‘‘protection’”’ against the seizure of the 
rum-running steamship Eker and for 
the privilege of unloading her $2,000,- 
000 liquor cargo at Edgewater last 
April. 

The sums given to Dinan and Ritz,’ 
he said, were only part payments, 
while the $20,000 paid to Lowery was 
one-half the sum Lowery had de- 
manded. 

Kinder testified also that he had paid 
to Eustace R. Smith, Paul Demon- 
tréaux and James Baldwin, defendants, 
who own the Edgewater Boat Repair 
Yards, $1 a case for every case of 
liquor landed in their yards and §2 
a case to be distributed among Mayor 
Wissel, Chief Dinan and gewater 
Detectives Alexander F. Flannery and 
Edward F. Pickering, as he understood 
it, for every case unloaded at Bdge: | 
water. 

The witness admitted he never had | 
seen Mayor Wissel. He identified sev- 
eral of the defendants as men he had 
seen at the Edgewater landing, and 
said that Pickering and Flannery were 
aboard the Eker checking each case as 
it was unloaded, so that they would be 
sure whether they received their 
proper portion of the bribe money.

, Before a drama or any sort of musi- 

cal show could be offered to the public, 
under the terms of the Greenberg bill, 
the mianuscript would have to be sub- 
mitted to the division of dramatics, If 
the State censors wished they could 
delete any part or reject‘ all of the 
manuscript. 

In addition to the censorship provi- 
sions, the bill provides for a license 
fee of $100 for all theatre productions. 

The new division would be directly 
under the supervision of the State 
Board of Regents. Should a permit be 
dented, the producer could take an ap- 
peat to the Board of Regents. 

“Unless a film or theatrical produc- 
tion or a part thereof is obscene, in- 
decent, immoral, inhuman, sacre- 
ligious, or is of such character that its 
exhibition. would tend to corrupt 
morals or incite to crime,” says the 
bill, a license shall be issued for the 
film or production. 

The Actors’ Equity and the New 
York State Federation of Labor started 
making plans to fight the proposal 
within a few hours after it was intro- 
duced. John M. O'Hanlon, Legislative 
Representative of the State Federation 
of Labor, said:

UNDER $3,000,000 


$6,000,000 5th Av. Mansion of 
Late Senator to Be Replaced 
by Apartment Building. 


WAS LONG A LANDMARK 


Structure Referred To as‘Clark’s 
Folly’ Has 121 Rooms, 4 Art 
Galleries and a Theatre. 


Built at a cost of $6,000,000, the 
granite mansion. of the late Senator 
William <A. Clark, ‘Montana copper 
king, on the north cofner of Seventy- 
seventh Street and Fifth Avenue, was 
sold yesterday to Anthony Campagna; 
Operator and builder; ee: less ‘than 
$3,000,000. 

Afoed thin ‘bet oF. iMdy bekudbs ec: 
resents the value of the land on which 
the mansion stands, VN feet on 
Fifth Avenue by'200°teet ‘on the north 
side of Seventy-seventh Street: For 
tafation ‘purposés the city placed a 
value of $1,000,000 on the land and 
$2,500,000 on the building. 

The famous granite pile, which has 
been the subject of much prose and 
poetry, being dubbed ‘“‘Clark’s Hobby” 
and ‘'Clark’s Folly,’ will be demol- 
ished and the site improved with a 
twélve-story cooperative apartment 
housé, the suites of which will sell as 
high as $350,000. 

The property has been on the market 
since a few months after the death of 
Senator Clark, in March, 1925, but 
there were few bidders for it. Realty 
men have expressed the opinion that 
the mass of granite and steel was a 
great encumbrance owing to its un- 
usually heavy construction, and that 
they would pay more for the land 
without the building. One operator 
said that if he bought the property 
he would be willing to give the build- 
ing to any one who would tear it 
down and cart it away. 

Wrecking to Start Next Month. 


Mr. Campagna in the last four years 
has given to the avenue four of its 
finest apartment buildings, and prior 
to that spent fifteen years building up 
sections west of Central Park. His 
plans for the property, it is understood, 
will represent an investment of $7,000,-

JAPAN TAKES A CALM VIEW. 


Thinks Chinese Situation Temporary 
and Believes Foreigners Safe.

TOKIO, Feb. 1.—Baron. Shidehara, 
the Foreign Minister, sounded the key- 
note of Japan’s policy toward China 
when, answering questions in the Diet 
today, he declared that Japan would 
sympathetically consider any Chinese 
aspirations which do not interfere with 
Japan’s economic existence, having 
special reference to the surtaxes, which: 
cripple Japan’s trade, and special Man- 
churian holdings, which are vitally es- 
sential to Japan economically and de- 
fensively. 

“The Government considers the pres- 
ent situation transitory and not perma- 
nent, and is hopeful of early peace and 
stability,” he said. 
is unsettled politicaJly and financially. 
the Government sees no need to worry 
for the safety .of foreigners living 
there, nor does the Government see in 
the nationalists’ activities a sign of 
foreign influence. Its present policy is 
to watch the situation and refrain 
from hasty action. 

“‘Whatever the existing treaties may 
be, Japan will sympathetically con- 
sider the reasonable aspirations of the 
Chinese, but should ,these aspirations 
interfere with the economic existence’ 
of the Japanese people it_cannot con- 
sider them reasonable. We are doing 
our best to realizé international co- 

ration, but it is unavoidable that 
e interests and views of the various 
powers should differ,”

Some are being used 
for schools, and some as Sun Yat-sen 
memorial halls. A few days later this 
was repeated in Kiungchow, the orders 
having been 
policy throughout Hainan, the orders 
coming from Nationalist headquarters 
in Canton. 

‘Now, we missionaries are here be- 
cause we want to see idols and idol 
worship done away. with; but our 
preaching of Christianity and per- 
suading men to accept Christ as their 
Saviour is something entirely different 
from ruthless doing away with wor- 
ship of idols by governmental decree, 
especially as the avowed object of 
these acts is to do away with spiritual 
things of all kinds among the people, 
a duplication of what was done in 
Russia. Christianity is not exempted, 
as witness all the anti-Christian propa- 
ganda of the past few months. These 
people are trying to take posséssion 
of our chapels, and it is only the fact 
that we hol@ deeds to these places 
that we are able‘to do anything about 
occupation by these people. 

“Just what is the challenge in the 
destruttions , of idols, and the anti- 
Christian propaganda? The challenge 
is in the extreme reaction of things 
old-fashioned to things which have to 
do with the spiritual side of life, and 
to anything which would seem to hin- 
der self-expression of the individual. 
These three things I have mentioned 
are the things which have restrained 
the Chinese ‘in their lives—which have 
made possible the great strength and 
civilization and —9— of the Chinese 
race throughout 4, years. But fol- 
lowing inspiration from Russia and 
with military power in their hands, 
the young people of China are over- 
turning all these things which have 
given stability to the nation and are 
embarking on the uncharted sea of 
revolution. ‘They. have seen defects in 
the old ems, and have seen the 
weakness of their ‘nation compared 
with other nations: And their idea of 
patriotism haz been to have a ¢com- 
plete change. At the same time I am 
deeply pathetic with their legiti- 
mate and national aspirations. 

“There was a time, eighteen months 
ago, when the word of a parent, the 
word of a teacher, was law. Now par- 
ents are ignored, and students are in 
control of ali schools. For example, 
students have demanded—and their de- 
mands have been granted—that in all 
Faculty meetings they have equal 
resentation and equal vote with the 
rest of the Faculty of the school. Stu- 
dents can decide when they shall have 
holidays. I tell you it is one big mess. 
Our mission schools have been having 
a hard time of it, and we never know 
from one day to another when some- 
thing will happen to cause a strike 
and the break-up of the schools. We 
have not given in to all their demands, 
but have been compelled to walk very 
carefully.”

CHICAGO, Feb. 1 (#).—Actua] pur- 
chase of air rights, as distinguished 
from a leasehold, is contemplated by 
the acquisition by The Chicago Daily. 
News of a river front site for a new 


building in the railway terminal belt. 

Air rights have been placéd on a 
leasing basis in the Grand Central 
Terminal development of New York, 
but The Daily News contract with the 
Chicago Union Station Company, and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad provides an 
option for outright purchase of. air 
rights over trackage as well as the 
fee title to the ground for the foun- 
dations of the proposed new structure.

NO- DECISION FOR WEEKS 


Married ‘Peaches’ to Save Her From 
institution, Browning Says—Mother 
Ever Present—Kind, Not Cruel. 


. Special to The New York Times. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., ®eb. 1— 
The Browning separation suit came to 
an end this afternoon after a final 
smudge of testimony. which made 
many who heard it hide their faces 
and -wish it were over. Even the at- 
torneys on both sides, when the last 
words had been spoken, stood up, their 
faces wreathed in smiles of relief. 
The Browning case was dropped, in 
fact, as if it were poisonous. 
Justice A. H. F. Seeger said he would 
* permit counsel to file briefs two weeks 
from Saturday in place of the usual 
summing up of their case. He will 


then take the briefs, the evidence and. 


the multitudinous exhibits, retire to 
his chambers and decide who has won 
in Browning vs. Browning. Yester- 
day, to the uninitiate in legal matters, 
it seemed a draw, so far as mutual 
besmirching of character was con- 
cerned. 

The Judge took the opportunity to 
say after the usual compliments had 
been extended to him by the attorneys 
for his conduct of the case that al- 
though he decided early in. the hear- 
ing, for fear his action would be mis- 
interpreted, due to the wealth of one 
of the parties concerned, that the case 
should be public, if he ever had an- 
other similar case he would make it 
as secret as court discretion per- 
mitted. 

“I believe that before a year is 
past a statute will be adopted to make 
such a condition mandatory,” said 
Henry . Epstein, Mrs. 
Browning. 

“I hope so,” said Justice Seeger. 
Continuing to talk of the case, he said 
that much of the unpleasantness at- 
tending publication of the details had 
been due to the pictures printed by 
certain newspapers, and the fact that 
comment was so mixed with fact in 
‘some of the reports that it was diffi- 
cult for the reader to determine what 
happened and what had not happened. 


Mobs and Disorder to the End. 
Scenes of disorder in the court room 
and in the corridors of the building 
‘were not quite so common today as 


yesterday. But although Justice See- 
ger .gave instructions that no one 
should stand on the backs of chairs 
or bench as had been done the day 

efore, and some attempt was made 

o limit the crowd in the morning, it 
“was permitted to flow in during the 
“afternoon until the room was packed 
almost to suffocation. 

*: $0 unbearable did conditions become, 
with people standing three and four 
deep along the walls, and filling every 
of space in the well'of the court 
fore the bench, that*at one time the 
‘attorneys for Browning could not 
: a place to sit down after returning 
from recess. During the cross-exami- 
nation of Browning Mr. Epstein was 
overcome by the heat and fetid air and 
nearly fainted. He paled, dropped into 
his seat and was forced to ask that 
the windows be opened wider and a 
recess granted until he recovered. 

Outside there was the usual mob, 
surging around the door entering into 
the court room and filling the corri- 
dors. A disagreeably pungent odor 
was disseminated through this crowd 
at one time, apparently by the drop- 
ping of what is known popularly as a 
“stink bomb.’’ The smell reached a 
lower floor and some one there asked 
the guard what it was. 

“Oh,” he said, nonchalantly, “a case 
on the fourth floor.”’ 

When Mrs. Browning left the build- 
ing she was nearly mobbed.  Police- 
men had to form a flying wedge to get 
her through the solid mass of people 
standing between her car and the side 
door of the court building. They 
screamed, wayed their hands and 
laughed hysterically. Mrs. Heenan, 
her mother, had literally to be lifted 
off the ground and carried through the 
crowd. Those who watched Browning 
drive away in his Rolls-Royce acted in 
the same way, to the punctuating 
boom of flashlights. It was the climax 
of almost a week of disorder. 


Browning Takes the Stand. 


Edward West Browning himself took 
the stand today after a few character 


witnesses had been called by John W. 
Mack, his attorney, to wrap a cloak of 
respectability about him and button it 
up tight. Browning’s testimony was 
largely a categorical denial of his 
wife’s charges, not only as to the un- 
pleasant details of their married life, 
but the humorous facts about honking 
ganders, teddy bears and Japanese 
princesses. 

Browning went to the stand ag if 
approaching the great moment for 
which he had awaited. He settled 
himself in the witness chair and faced 
Mr, Mack with an air of welcome ex- 
pectancy.:He has an unusual face. 
It is long and puffy in unexpected 
places. His nose is long, his eyes are 
prominent and shiny as if continually 
about to water. Under pouty and full 
lips he has a small chin. He frequent- 
ly runs; the fingers of his left hand

Tells of Wife’s Acid Burns. 
He told of meeting his wife, of giv-

Browning’s face. He was called by 
telephone, found that no doctor had 
been sent for, and at once sent for 
one, he said, and went out to get 
medical supplies at a drug store. Then 
he called the police, he said, although 
Mrs. Heenan did not want them called. 
He offered no explanation of how the 
burns were caused. 

Mrs. Heenan said she could not stay 
and take care of her daughter because 
she had to work, so, Browning said, 
he gave her $50 a week to enable her 
to do so, and paid $50 a week for a 
night nurse. Then he paid the rent, 
and instalments on the furniture and 
radio, all of which were nverdue, and 
bought food for them. Later he heard 
that the Children’s Society was going 
to take Frances [‘‘Peaches’’] away 
from her mother. 

** ‘Peaches’ said she would die in an 
institution,” he said, ‘“‘so I said she 
would make me a wonderful wife. It 
seemed the only way to save her from 
an institution. It looked very dark,”’ 
he added sadly. 

He denied' with vehement ‘“noes’’ 
that after their marriage he had 
treated his girl wife cruelly, ejther 
by forcing his attentions on her, or 
by striking her or throwing her to the 
floor, as she had testified. His wife 
did not want children, he said, because 
she wanted to go to the theatre and 
for other reasons, although he did 
want children. 


Unpleasant Charges Denied. 


The most unpleasant charge of all 
made by his wife was brought up, and 
Mr. Mack asked: him if it were .true. 

‘*Absolutely nat,’’ he almost. yelled. 
He denied throwing telephone books at 
Mrs. Browning or putting an alarm 
clock under -He® ear at Kew Gardens 
when she tried to sleep. He bought 
her tennis’ racquets, golf clubs and 
everything she wanted so she could be 
outdoors and regain her health, he 
said. He explained the incident of 
sand-papering shoe trees to make 
them smaller, by saying that he and 
his wife used each others’ tennis 
shoes because their feet were the same 
size, and when one of her other shoes 
hurt her foot he made the trees a little 
smaller in a few places so they would 
fit info her shoes and stretch them 
smooth on the inside. 

“It was just a little piece of sand- 
paper—a little piece about that big,’’ 
he said, plaintively. 

Browning denied also that he had 
ever been drunk in his life, that he 
ever got down on his knees to his wife, 
or that he threatened to shoot her. He 
denied improper acts toward Dorothy 
Sunshine, his adopted ten-year-old 
daughter, whom he adopted ‘‘when she 
was a little mite.’’ 

“I think more of that child than I 
do of my own life,’’ he shouted. 


Mother “Always Around.’’ 


He bought valuable coats and dresses 
and other clothes for his wife—all she 
wanted, he said—and hunted for an 


apartment which she wanted, but 
could not find one to sult her or her 
mother, who, he said, was always 
around, 

“Her mother said that as she was 
going to live with us we would need 
eight or nine rooms,’”’ he testified. 
“They wanted all sorts of things, 
roadsters, servants; one wanted two 
dogs and the other three.’’ 

There were reasons why Mrs.. Brown- 
ing could not be his wife in one sense 
of the word for some time efter they 
were married, he said, because of her 
illness and the burns on her face and 
arms, but he maintained that even 
when these healed she was never more 
than a wife in name. Finally, he 
bought her about $6,000 worth of 
things which she said she wanted be- 
fore she would be his wife, things 
which he never saw after they left 
the shop, but even that did not move 
her.

Mr. Browning explained that he put 
the dates on the letters himself some 
time after they were written. Mrs. 
Browning testified later that she wrote 
them on the typewriter in his office 
at his direction. 

“He said, ‘Sit down and write me a 
love letter,’ and he stood right beside 
me,” she said. 

The magazines with nude pictures in 
them he bought at her request, he 
said, because she told him there was a 
picture of a friend of hers in one of 
them, and she wanted to see it. 

Through all the direct examination 
Mr. Brownirig had been glib and quick 
to answer, but when Mr. Epstein 
started his cross-examination § the 
ready answer forsook him, and he 
qualified his words by saying “I 
think,” or ‘‘I don’t remember,’ until 
Mr. Epstein’s exasperation probably. 
aided the heat in overcoming him. 


The Finances of Matrimony. 


Under cross-examination Browning 
first said he paid $500 a month for his 
Rolls-Royce, including the wages of 


the two chauffeurs, gasoline and oil 
and other expenses. Then he remem- 
bered that he paid $800 a month, after 
Mr. Epstein asked if he hadn’t made a 
mistake. He forgot, he said, although 
he pays the bill for the car twice a 
month. He paid $90 or $95 a month 
for the apartment at Kew Gardens. He 
said he thought he spent $10,000 or 
$12,000 a month for his wife’s ¢lothes 
in the six months they were married. 

When Mr. Epstein turned to the an- 
swer on file in the suit in which Mr. 
Browning said he would have expected 
his wife to live at a rate of not more 
than $5,000 a year, if the marriage had 
continued, he explained that the first 
year was apt to be expensive because 
he was getting her started then. He did 
give her $50 a week for personal ex- 
penses, he said. He never intended to 
live on Park Avenue, even if she did 
want to live there. 

Mr. Browning was also hard pressed 
to remember what he did on Oct. 16, 
the day he began the action in this 
suit, but he thought he went to Cold 
Spring, although he couldn’t quite re- 
member where he stayed there. He 
signed some papers in the case before 
a notary public in Rockland County 
a day or two later, in a little town he 
passed throygh on his way to Newark, 
but he couldn't remember the town, 
and was very indefinite about the 
entire trip. 


Has a Pistol, Does’nt Carry It. — 


The pistol which he now carries then 
came into the case, and he said that 
he had once had a permit for it, but 
the -permit had run out before his 
marriage. He kept the pistol, although 
he couldn't remember where—probably 
in his office—and when the New York 
City authorities refused him another 
permit he got one in Putnam County. 
He kept the pistol even when he didn’t 
have a permit. 

It was about this point that Mr. Ep- 
stein was overcome and asked for air 
and a recess.

A picture purporting to be that of 
Marian Dockerill, numerologist, whom 
his wife testified he wanted her to 
cultivate, was then shown to him. It 
was the picture of a nude woman. 
Browning denied that he ever showed 
it to his wife. , 

“You may have!’’ he shouted at Ep- 
stein. *‘I never saw such a thing in my 
life. Nasty thing!” 


Wife Denies and Doctor Testifies. 


Mrs. Browning took the stand for a 
moment to deny that she had ever 
seen James P. Dixon, the man who 


was asked the day before if he had 
taken her to a hotel. She also denied 
that she had used the oaths attributed 
to her. 

Dr. George A. Blakesley, neurol- 
ogist, was also called by Mr. Epstein 
to say that frothing of the mouth and 
biting the tongue, such as Browning 
said had happened to his wife, might 
indicate hystéria as weil as epilepsy. 

A long hypothetical question was 
read to Dr. Blakesley based on Mrs. 
Browning’s testimony, asking if things 
which she related might not have 
caused her nervous disorder. He said 
they might have been due to a dis- 
agreeable environment. He also ad- 
mitted on cross-examination that he 
had assumed, in answering the ques- 
tion, that the facts stated in it were 
all true. 

In the morning Mrs. Elizabeth D. 
Farney and her husband, Frank Far- 
ney of Chicago; Emma R. Steiner of 
1,068 Woodycrest Avenue, Margaret 
MacDonald of the same address, and 
Mrs. Norma Drupyke of 57 West Fifty- 
seventh Street all took the stand to 
testify that Mr. Browning had always 
treated his wife well at Kew Gardens 
and other places where they had met 
the couple.

Still Belleves Liquor WIil Be the 
Big Issue In 1928 and Gov. Smith 
the Democratic Nominee, 


George W. Olvany, leader of .'Tam- 
many, replied yesterday to charges 
against that organization made by 
William G. McAdoo in his speech be- 
fore the Ohio State Bar Association at 
Toledo last week. Mr. McAdoo charged 
that Tammany had put. the liquor 
traffic above the Constitution and the 
law of the land, and declared the or- 
ganization was trying to use the pro- 
hibition issue as a ‘‘smoke screen” to 
gain control of the Democratic Party 
nationally. : 

‘New York is the cleanest and test 
governed city in the world,” Judge 
Olvany said in reply to a question as 
to what he thought of Mr. McAdoo's 
charges. ‘‘What doees Mr. McAdoo 
know about conditions in New York 


City? He hasn’t lived here for man 
years. He is a resident of California.” 

“Are you still of the opinion that 
prohibition will be the paramount issue 
in 1928?” he was asked. 

“Yes,’’ he replied. ‘I don’t see what 
comfort the Republicans can get out 
of Mr. McAdoo’s speech. There are 
wet Republicans as well as dry Re- 
publicans.’’ 

Judge Olvany was informed that 
| some of Mr. McAdoo’s supporters de- 
clared he would have fifty more votes 
at the 1928 convention than his peak 
of 530 votes in the 1924 convention and 
that this would be more than:a ma- 
jority and bring about his nomination 
if the two-thirds rule were abrogated. 

‘My information is that he cannot 
possibly get anywhere near the num- 
ber. of votes that he received at his 
peak in the 1924 convention,’”’ Judge 
Olvany replied. ‘I am for the elimina- 
tion of both the two-thirds rule and 
the unit rule.”’ 

He added that it was possible Mr. 
McAdoo might get some delegates in 
Alabama, which voted solidly for Sen- 
ator Oscar W. Underwood in’ the 1924 
convention, but that this would be 
more than offset by the loss of Mis- 
souri, which is expected to declare in 
1928 for Senator James A. Reed. 


Smith will be the next Democratic 
nominee for President?” Judge Olvany 
was asked. J 

TXou know as much about that as I 
do,’’ was his reply, “but that is my 
opinion. “I base this on reports which 
I am getting every day of an increas- 
ing demand for his nomination.” 

Mr. McAdoo’s speech was the general

General Strike Is Declared and 


Mass Meetings Are Held | 
Throughout Country.

Special Cable to Tum New Yoru Tres, 
VIENNA, Feb. 1.—A strong reper- 
cussion has followea Sunday’s murder 
in: an inn between Loibersbach and 
Schattendorf, near the Hungarian 

frontier. — : 
The Socialists in particular were 
most excited, staging monster protest 
mass meetings throughout the country, 
the largest and bitterest of which were 

in Vienna and in Wiener Neustadt. 
As the news spread workers began to 
lay down tools. By 2 in the afternoon 


every industry was idle throughout the 
city. The workers went home, lunched, 
then held protest meetings, afterward 
coming into the city, 200,000 strong, to 
march through the streets. They as- 
sembled in successive groups before 
the City Hall and listened to speeches 
by their leaders, one of ‘whom was 
Herr Seitz, the Mayor of Vienna, who 
declared that the murder was an. inci- 
dent growing out of Hapsburg irre- 
denta and a plot of a foreign country 
(meaning Hungary) to seize the Bur- 
genland, the easternmost province of 
Austria, which the treaty of Trianon 
ag from Hungary and gave to Aus- 
a. 

In the inner city the cafés and shops 
received the demonstrators with shut- 
tered windows and locked doors. 

The reports of the murder incident 
gave a new insight into the causes of 
the shooting. e Socialists had ar- 
ranged a meeting in one inn, while the 
Frontkampfers -and enkreuziers 
(Austrian equivalent of Fascisti) later 
arranged a meeting in the other inn. 

The Socialists allege that they heard 
a rumor that the Frontkampfers in- 
tended to break up their meeting. 
Therefore the ‘‘Republican Guard [the 
semi-military organization of the Aus- 
trian Socialists] left the meeting, 
marched to the railway station, met 
the arriving Frontkampfers, beat them 
up with clubs and chased them from 
the village.’’ 

On their way to the station they 
passed the rival saloon where some 
of the Frontkampfers already had as- 
sembled. The latter twice fired a shot- 
gun into the air as a warning. When 
the Republican guardsmen returned 
past the inn the Frontkampfers opened 
fire into the mass, killing one worker 
and one child and wounding seven with 
shotguns. The children may have been 
innocently following the marching 
guardsmen or may have been inten- 
tionally brought along as a protection 
by the guardsmen. 

Both groups appear to have been 
almost equally responsible. 


LEAGUE CIRCLES FEAR 
NEW CLASH ON VILNA 


View Is Expressed That Trouble 
With Lithuania May Lead the 
Soviet to Attack Poland. 


GENEVA, Feb. 1 (#).—The Russo- 
Polish situation is causing concern 
here, with Central European statesmen 


apprehensive that any renewed 4diffi- 
culties between Poland and Lithuania 
over the Vilna problem might lead 
Russia to attack Poland, 

Leaders in League of. Nations circles 
profess to be dismayed over the per- 
sistent refusal of the Soviet Govern- 
ment to participate in the League’s dis- 
armament and economic conferences. 
They are skeptical concerning the Mos- 
cow Government’s explanation that it 
does not desire to attend any meetings 
held on Swiss soil because of the as- 
sassination of the Soviet envoy, M. 
Vorovsky, at Lausanne in 1923. 


Poland and Lithuania both lay claim 
to Vilna and efforts to settle the dis- 
pute have thus far -been unavailing. 
Interest was again focused on the 
question when the Lithuanian Govern- 
ment was overthrown in a bloodless 
coup d’état by General Smetona last 
month. 

The coup caused an unfavorable im- 
pression in Soviet political circles for 
the reason that the deposed Lithuanian 
Government had pursued a policy of 
rapprochement with the Soviet Union. 
The newspaper Istvestia, organ of the 
Soviet, editorially declared at that time 
that the events in Lithuania might 
threaten the peace of Eastern Europe, 
especially if Poland attempted to inter- 
fere. 

For the past few weeks Moscow dis- 
patches have reflected a sort of war 
scare in Russia, Nikolai Bucharin of 
the Communist Executive; Clemeny 
Voroshiloff, successor to Leon Trotsky 
as head of the Red Army, and others 
declaring the whole population must 
prepare vigorously for possible hostil- 
ities.

JUVENILE CRIME DECREASES 


Children’s Court Reports Drop in 
1926 Delinquency Cases. 

There has been no increase in de- 
linquency among children comparable 
with the increase in crime, according 
to the annual report of Presiding Jus- 
tice Franklin Chase Hoyt of the Chil- 
dren’s Court, made public yesterday, 
which shows that of 10,147 children be- 
fore the court last year, 6,209 were 
arraigned on petitions involving delin- 
quency, a decrease of 761 from the 
1925 total. In 1925, however, there was 
an increase of 654 such cases compared 
with 1924, , 

The number of commitments, the re- 
port states, has fallen from 3,682 in 
1911 to 2,179 in 1925 and 2,168 in 1926. 
But the number of hearings has been 
great enough to keep the court busy, 
even with the substantial improve- 
ments in methods under the amended 
law by which cases of petty mischief 
and minor infractions of the peace 
have been eliminated. 

Justice Hoyt holds that probation is 
the chief cause of the reduction in the 
number of cases. 


GIRL ARRESTED AS THIEF. 


Newark Detectives Tell How ‘Sheik’ 
Was Used to Get Evidence. 

Newark’s Detective Department re- 
ported yesterday the successful use of 
the guile of French detectives in bring- 
ing about the arrest of an alleged 
woman thief.

WARNS ON CHAIN STORES. - 


Filene Advises Cooperative Organi- 
zations Among Retailers. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 1 (®).—A warning 
that they are in danger of having 
their business virtually wiped out in 
the near future by huge nation-wide 
chain store systems was sounded here 
today to 2,000 store owners and execu- 
tives of retail stores. 

Edward A. Filene, Boston depart- 
ment store owner, issued the warning 
in an address before the annual con- 
vention of the Interstate Merchants’ 
Council. Merchants from all sections 
of the country and representing every 
line of retail business were present. 
All face the same danger from the 
competition of the chain systems, un- 
less, through a cooperative organiza- 
tion of their own they forestall it, Mr. 
Filene said. 

“The chain store movement is going 
forward by leaps and bounds,” Mr. 
Filene declared. “The business of the 
eleven largest chain systems now 
amounts to more than $1,100,000,000 a 
year. And now there is under way 
another and stronger competition. 
namely, that of chains of department 
stores. 

_“This movement is only at its very 
beginning. The department’ store 
chain will have the same advantage 
over the individual:department store 
and the small store chain, that the 
single department store has over the 
individual small store.’’ 


ELIMINATES FIREBRICK. 


Edison Company to Use Water Pipe 
Wall in Steam Generators. 
Arthur Williams, Vice President in 
charge of commercial relations of the 
New York Edison Company, an- 


nounced last night in an address over 
radio station WRNY that a revolu- 
tionary development in steam genera- 
tion had~ been accomplished in the 
company’s new electrical plants 
through the elimination of the use of 
firebrick in the inner walls of steam 
generating boilers. 

Mr. Williams said that Thomas ©. 
Murray, Senior Vice President of the 
company, had replaced firebrick with 
the invention of a system of utilizing 
a wall of water pipe which served the 
double purpese of capturing a greater 
portion of ‘the. energy of coal and 
eliminating the frequent necessity to 
repair boilers lined with firebrick. He 
said the invention would be applied in 
the company’s new $50,000,000 generat- 
ing station under construction at 
Fourteenth Street and the/East River. 
This station, which will have a capac- 
ity of 1,000,000 kilowatts, will be the 
largest electrical. generating station in 
the world..

Wetherell 6f Syracuse, who issued a 
warning against quack methods of 
dealing with the disease, which he said 
was gaining headway in his State. 

There ig a tendency for health agen- 
oes he gaid, to hj ete —* field 
and encroach upon that o: e vate 
physician. Manufacturers. of Toalees 
food products were placed by Dr, 
Wetherell in the same cat as 
medical “quacks,’”’ although, Le said,

“Since iodine as a preventive of 
goiter has’ been widely advocated by 
public health authorities and adver- 
tised by commercial houses, the phy- 
sician rarely sees a patient with goiter 
who has not at some time taken iodine 
in ohe form or another,”’ Dr. Wetherell 
declared. 

“The administration may have been 
under the supervision of a physician, 
but more often the patient has treated 
himself on the advice of a friend or as 
a@ result of ‘educational’ ‘advertising. 
Now that there seems to be an in- 
crease in goiter in the Northeast we 
are presented with more and more 
patients who are in a dangerous con- 
dition from ‘the injudicious use of the

‘the railroad company’s application for 
a 20 per cent. increase in commutation 
rates before the Transit and Public 
Service Commissions. 

In cross-examining Hobart Rawson, 
statistician for the railroad, Major 
Clark contended that the railroad had 
tried to justify its attempt to increase 
commutation rates on the basis of 
ratés. per er mile and had dis. 
regarded its revenue per train mile and 
the number of persons carried pé? 
train. Major Clark produced figures to 
show that the Long Island was the 
only railroad running into New York 
that has increased its passenger traf- 
fic since 1920, when the Inter-‘ate 
Commerce Commission increase” inter- 
State railroad rates. The gain ‘: num- 
ber of ers had -been 24.6 per 
cent., Major Clark said. He-also con- 
tended that the Long Island carried a 
greater number of passengers per 
train than any other railroad entering 
the metropolitan district. 

Mr. Rawson contended that the Long 
Island’s gain in revenue per train mile 
had.been more than offset by expendi- 
tures to increase service, which in- 
creased the capital invested, on which 
the railroad company contends it is 
not earning a fair profit. 

To meet this statement, Major Clark 
took ‘as an example trains from Bay- 
side to New York, averaging 750 pas- 
sengers per train. Major Clark as- 
serted that on these trains the 
received a revenue of $8 per train mile, 
although the company in its estimate 
sheets had listed the revenue as $3.45. 
Using this example, Major Clark ob- 
tained an admission from the witness 
that, although the Long Island had a 
passenger train operating deficit of. 
approximately $1,500,000 in 1920, it 
made.a net profit of $5,000,000 in 1925, 
even after it had paid $3,000,000 in in-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Within fif- 
teeri miles of ‘Times Square, New York, 
a brewery is turning out high-pow- 
ered beer containing 4 to 4%: per cent. 
alcohol, Representative LaGuardia told 
the House today. He added that car- 
goes of the product are being shipped 
daily from 5 P.M. until. early morn- 
ing, and that Major Chester P. Mills, 
dry administrator of New York, was 
apprised of the situation, but failed 
to act. 

Another charge made by Mr. La- 
Guardia was that in Rockland County 
Major Mills employed an agent whose 
father operated a saloon, and wher- 
ever the agent found “‘papa’s goods’ 
everything was ail right, and if there 
were no “‘papa’s goods” there the of- 
fender “was told where to buy his 
supply. 

“Tf he does, he is let go. If he does 
not, he is pulled in,“ said Mr. La- 
Guardia. 

Mr. LaGuardia asserted that the 
New York administrator was ‘‘either 
busily engaged in operating, with Gov- 
unlawful dives and 
joints or in giving vent to. personal 
feelings in harassing and persecuting 
Jewish holders of permits to withdraw 
wine for sacramental purposes.” 

He declared that as many as 1,000 
barrels of beer had been shipped in 
two nights from the brewery ‘‘fifteen 
miles from Times Square.”’ 


Gomplains of Rabbis’ Treatment. 


“People can draw their own conclu- 
sions why no action is taken against a 
wholesale violation and yet individual 
rabbis who have committed no wrong 
are summoned before officials and 
given the third degree,” said Mr. La- 
Guardia. ‘‘While this brewery is. oper- 
ating agents were directed to cover a 
brewery in Brooklyn that was keeping 
within the law, and when agents could 
not get anything on this particular 
brewery other agents were sent there 
to frame a case and instructed to get

“The prohibition office in New York 
has become a farce, and it is impos- 
sible to find a fair-minded man in the 
city who has any respect-or confidence 
in that office under its pregent man- 
agement.” 

Mr. LaGuardia referred to testimony 
before the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee by General Andrews respecting 
alleged diversion of winé\by rabbis. 

“There ts no group in the world less 
addicted to drink than the Jew,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Their custom, ‘tradition and 
history bear that statement out.”’ 

“The present oppression of the Jew- 
ish people began some time last Sum- 
mer, when Mills began sending for 
rabbis and took away their permits and 
made. them. agree to certain observ- 
ances which restricted their use of 
wine, contrary to the provisions of law, 
and prevented the. proper use of wine 
by their congregation for sacramental 
purposes. This oppression was not 
only exerted against the rabbis but 
against persons who properly held per- 
mits for the sale of wine on proper 
papers from rabbis. 

Tells of a ‘‘Frame-up.” 

“After conducting this campaign of 
oppression for weeks Mills had it trans- 
ferred to the office of the District At- 
torney, and after third degreeing scores 
and scores fo rabbis three were finally 
indicted. 

*‘When the case was brought to trial 
it was so flimsy and the frame-up so 
apparent that it was dismissed by the 
Judge at the end of the Government's 
case.’

MILLS NOW PROHIBITS 
PICTURES.IN DRY RAIDS, 


End of His Plan to Photograph 
Resort Patrons Unexplained— 
Agents May Snap ‘Still’ Life. - 


Orders have been issued to his subor- 
dinates. by Prohibition Administrator 
Chester P. Mills of the New York Dis- 
trict that henceforth no photographs 
shall be taken of persons in raided 
places, it was learned yesterday at 
Prohibition Headquarters, 1 Park Ave- 
nue. Thus, after only one trial, which 
was pronounced a success by Major 
Mills the following day, the scheme to 
enforce prohibition by photography has 
been definitely abandoned. Major 
Mills gave no reason for discarding the 
plan which, he recently asserted, was 
his own. 

The new order instructs prohibition 
agents to photograph “‘‘still’’ life, such 
as seized stills and other “material” 
evidences of violation of the Volstead 
act, but not to point their cameras at 
any patrons or others found in raided 
resorts. : 

Congressman Fiorello H. La Guardia, 
who attacked Major Mills bitterly on 
several previous occasions, launched 
a new attack against him Monday in 
a letter to Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. 
Andrews, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury in charge of prohibition en- 
forcement, in which he asked if the 
Treasury Departmient had authorized 
Major Mills to take pictures of persons 
in raided night clubs. Mr. La Guardia 
also asked what measures had been 
taken, if such permission had been 
granted, to prevent. such’ photographs 
from “being used for extortion and 
blackmail. “Major Mills refused yes- 
terday to discuss Mr. La Guardia’s 
letter. : 

The ‘only .raid in which it. is known 
photographs of the patrons and guests 
were taken by the raiding agents was 
that at La Basque, a night club at 92 
Park Avenue, where the early morning 
crowd was thrown into confusion and 
protest by flashlight pictures. 

Major Mills produced figures yester- 
day -purporting to show that the. pro- 
duction of denatured alcohol through- 
out ‘the country in the last six months 
of 1926 was 2,390,463 gallons less than 
during’ a similar period of 1925. The 
figures had been .obtained, he “said, 
from independent manufacturers whose 
principal product was- denatured 
alcohol. 

The administrator declared that he 
was convinced the entire amount of 
the decrease had previously been used 
in .the illegal manufacture of liquor.

Particularly grateful, 
acoustical conditions, 
genius for clarity and beauty of tone 
and for exact sonorous proportions.

“The Wardering Jew” appeared on 
Broadway last night, for the second 
time inside two; years, and seemed 
perfectly at home in the Cosmopolitan 
Theatre, where V. Temple Thurston's 
four-act play provides a vehicle for 
Matheson Lang. 

Mr. Lang’s favorite réle is Hamlet, 
but one imagines that Matathias, the 
Jew. who spits in*:the Saviour’s: face 
and is doomed to live until he meets 
Christ again, runs the gloomy Dane 
a close..second—for it is possible to 
imagine ‘‘Hamlet’’ with Hamlet left 
out, but the four “‘phases’’—not acts— 
of Mr.. Thurston’s composition rather 
throaty blank verse are held together 
only by the character whom Mr. Lang 
impersonates so resonantly. 

The play opens in Jerusalem on the 
day of the Crucifixion, an act, accord- 
ing to the announcement, of such 
“spiritual beauty and dramatic signifi- 
cance” that nearly a hundred late ar- 
rivals at the theatre were not per- 
mitted to take their seats until it was 
over. This “phgse’’ ends with the at- 
tempted suicide of Matathias, and the 
knife falls’ broken to the floor. The 
second phase is in 'Syria dat the time 
of\the First Crusade. Matathias is 
exulting in his invulnerability and his 
success with women. He is about to 
violate the fair Rosamond of Toulouse 
in his tent when a. member of the 
Clean Plays Committee wanders «by, 
disguised as a leper, shouting ‘‘Un- 
clean! Unclean!’? Matathias immedi- 
ately desists. —— 

In the third phase; he has gentled 
down, is learning tolerance and mercy. 
In the final phase, Spain under the 
Inquisition, he is unconsciously model- 
ing his life upon that of Christ, heal- 
ing the sick, reclaiming prostitutes, &c. 
He is denounced to the Inquisition for 
heresy and/ig burned at the stake. 
There a light from Heaven falls upon 
him and he gives a quick nod of recog- 
nition aloft, showing that the curse is 
fulfilled and the m of death is 
granted him. 

For all its turgid and rhapsodical 
character, ‘‘The Wandering Jew’’ con- 
veys a message of’ sincere religiosity 
which disarms hostile criticism. In the 
land of Billy Sunday and Aimee Mc- 
Pherson, it is, bound to appeal to large 
masses of. le, The settings are ap- 
propriate to the histrionics of what is 
fundamentally a passion :play, a mys- 
tery play, in senses contrary to the use 
of those words on Broadway. .In the 
brief intervals when Mr. Lang was not 
speaking, some of the other characters 
acquitted themselves well, notably 
Winifred Izard as Olalla Quintana, the 
harlot, in “phase” four.

MAKE SUCCESSFUL DEBUT 


Four Young Women Artists Are 
Warmly Welcomed in Classics of 
me eed Knelsel Days. —

usta! New York has occasions of 
sentiment and remembrance, set apart 
as milestones ‘of spiritual pilgrimage 
in the world of every day, but not 
often does such an occasion go more 
deeply into the artistic life of the past 
here in Manhattan Island than did the 
professional début at Aeolian Hall last 
evening of the Marianne Kneisel 
String Quartet.. Once “‘the Kneisels’”’ 
of old were another name for music 
in one of the highest, most intimate 
corms, Their audience was permanent, 
their weather proverbial. James Hune- 
ker wrote of a Sembrich recital sung 
to ‘“‘Kneisel weather and a Paderewski 
house.’’ 

The Marianne Kneisels were blessed 
with no deluge last evening, but their 
modest beginning as standard-bearers 
of the name rallied a distinguished 
house indeed, in spite of attractions 
elsewhere. Graybeards and the young 
generation, chamber musicians and so- 
cial folk, filled the boxes, balcony and 
floor of Aeolian Hall, There were sub- 
scribers to twenty-five. years of the 
Kneisel quartet who had not listened 
to “a” Kneisel quartet in a decade 
since “‘the’’ Kneisels closed a quarter 
century and retired. 

It was, therefore, a welcome reserved 
for few newcomers that greeted the 


first entrance of the Misses Kneisel, 
Elizabeth Worth, Lillian Fuchs and 
Phyllis Kraeuter on last night’s stage. 
The leader in white, her companions in 
turquoise, amethyst and topaz luster 
silks, made a picture of uncommon 
charm against a paneled screen of 
trees. landscaped in pale gray and pur- 


ple shadows and set off with two tall | a 


clusters of green potted palms, a new 
and decorative note in Kneisel staging. 

From the first authoritative note of 
leadership, the young Miss Kneisel 
proved herself rightful heir of a mu- 
sical tradition. She was not unnerved 
when her own first violin strings 
sagged and had to be tuned up once 
and again, the second time involving 
a full stop in Haydn’s quartet in D, 
Op. 64, No. 5. Miss Worth, a Viennese 
among three American-born girls, was 
at even terms as second fiddle in the 
picturesque ‘‘Variations’” by Gliere. 

Here, too, as well as in a brief 
scherzo from Robert Kahn’s A-minor 
quartet, Op. 60, Miss Fuchs’s lyric viola 
tone and Miss Kraeuter’s sustaining 
‘cello could be clearly heard, though 
at all times the four players held a 
harmonious ensemble wrought by skill 
and sympathy. They concluded with 
another reminder of old Kneisel nights, 
the “American” quartet in F, Op. 96, 
written by Antonin Dvorak in this old 
musical New York and’ often. in: the 
programs of the days of Kneisel and 
Svecenski. 

The new. players were recalled a 
half dozen times after Haydn and as 
many more at the later pauses in fheir 
program. Among their hearers with 
Mrs. Kneisel, Mr. and Mrs. Willeke, 
Franz Kneisel Jr., and his twin 
brother, were some of the old-time 
Mendelssohn Hall subscribers, Mrs. I. 
N. Séligman, Mrs. Schirmer, the 
Messrs. Warburg. Present also were 
the one-time “‘little sisters of the Knei- 
sels,” the Olive Mead Quartet, not 
only its leader, but Mrs. Fonaroff, the 
Misses North and Littlehales. 

Others in the audience were Dr. 
Frank Damrosch of the Institute, 
many of whose students were there to 
champion their fellow-pupils’ début; 
Rubin Goldmark, the composer, and 
others of The Bohemians; associates 
of Miss Kneisel’s father; Paul Miersch 
of the opera, Saul Elman, father of 
Mischa Elman, and musicians includ- 
ing H. H. Huss, Gustav Becker, F. M.

judge — ‘at Church Dinner 
Says Religious Thought and 
. Life Are Strangulated. 


SEES IT IN THE COURT ROOM 








He Cites as Examples Browning 
Trial, Politicat Corruption and 
Unenforceable Laws. 





The strangulation of religious thought 
and life was cited as the cause of 
many of the ills with which New York 
and the country at large are con- 
fronted by Judge John C. Knox of the 
United States District Court last night. 
Judge Knox addressed more than 200 


_| members of the New York City So- 


clety of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church at a dinner in honor of Ben- 
jamin A. Matthews, newly elected 
President of the society, at the Hotel 
Commodore. 

“New York needs a marked increase 
in the religious thought of our people,” 
said Judge Knox; “needs it as a sick 
man needs the medicine that will cure 
the illness from which he suffers.” 

Evidences of this ‘‘strangulation of 
religious thought and life,” the speaker 
said, ‘“‘are that men of affairs refrain 
from admitting their religious affilia- 
tions, apologize for their alliance with 
the Church and assume the attitude of 
a Simon Peter, who denied he was a 
disciple of the Lord.” 

“Just. as Peter said,”’ continued the 
Judge, “‘ ‘for the time is coming that 
judgment must begin at the house of 
God, and if it begin first at us, weet 
shall the end be to them that 
the gospel of God?’ The end of which 
Peter spoke is not far to seek. 

“You may see it in my court room 
as youth after youth, ranging from 
15 to 22, pauses before me to learn 
the length of time he is called u 
to serve in prison. You will find it 
in the present state of public and 
private morals as it is exemplified in 
the Browning trial at White Plains; 
in the political corruption that has 
been revealed in Pennsylvania and 
Illinois; in volumes of unenforced and 
unenforceable hg and you will see 
it in the inability of people who are 
said to be civilized to devise a means 
whereby the world may be free of 
war and rumors of war.’ 

The end can be avoitied only through 
the instrumentality of the teachings of 
the principles for which the oo pac 
stands, continued Judge Knox. “I 
claim it as a truism that the stan ard 
of law and order and the degree of 
their enforcement in a given commu- 
nity are in direct proportion to its 
standards of moral and religious life. 

“In a large sense mankind does not 
sit rightly because of its fear of the 
penalties of the law. It is kind, gentle 
and righteous because the Church has 
taught it the righteousness of being 
a0,’

Mr, GARRARD WINSTON, a Chicago 
lawyer, succeeded Gitsert in 1923. 
GILBERT used to devote his’ special at- 
tention to the orderly reduction of the 
public debt. That program was. well 
in hand by the time WINsTON came in, 
and the foreign debts held the centre 
of discussion. The new Under-Secre- 
tary helped Mr. MELLON to negotiate 
settlements with the various commis- 
sions that came over.

Sec- 
retary MELLON is shy and does not take 
kindly to public appearances; it was 
natural for him to send Mr. WINSTON 
out over the country to make speeches 
from time to time on the debt settle- 
ments, alien property, European con- 
ditions and other such topics in which 
the Treasury is interested. 

Mr. Mrs plainly fits into this work. 
Long an expert on taxation, he is 
thoroughly grounded in all phases of 
public finance. His practical experi- 
ence on the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the House should stand him in 
good stead, because one of the Treas- 
ury’s most difficult tasks is to fit a 
sound tax program into the exigencies 
of Congressional politics. As State 
Senator, Congressman and his party’s 
candidate for Governor, he should be 
able to handle the Treasury’s political 
relations without descending to the 
level of the Dover régime. 


GERMANY’S MILITARY POWER. 

A year ago yesterday German church 
bells were ringing in the first in- 
stalment of the fruits of Locarno in 
the form of British evacuation of 
Cologne. Yesterday came the second 
instalment with the termination of 
allied military control in Germany. It 
is now the habit to say Locarno, but 
the origins were in the Covenant of 
the League and related clauses of the 
peace treaty. If the League Council 
succeeds to the task of supervising 
German armaments, it is. with broader 
powers than the Allied Military Com- 
mission exercised. Article 164 of the 
treaty states that the treaty stipula- 
tions on German armament shall re- 
main in force until modified by the 
Council of the League. That Germany 
will press for modification is conceiv- 
able. That the League will consent is 
far from likely, Its aim must be, in- 
stead of strengthening Germany, to 
use Germany’s reduced military 
strength as a lever for armament re- 
duction elsewhere.

THE HEIGHTS OF HEALING. 

The projected buildings of the Med- 
ical Centre rising above the waters of 
the Hudson suggest in their mass a 
group of mountains. When one thinks 
of the thousands who will in the fu- 
ture look toward them for life, they 
may appropriately be -called heights 
of healing; for they will stand day 
and night above the city with healing 
im their wings. Such towers have 
never before risen upon the face of the 
earth in the cause of health. They 
Suggest a concern for the care of hu- 
man bodies and minds comparable with 
that which church steeples and cathe- 
dral towers have symbolized for the 
souls of men, and with ‘that which 
the great skyscrapers have embodied 
for human comfort and communica- 
tion. They are the hills to which the 
people in the city below will lift up 
their eyes in hope of help. 

If human skill is anywhere to be 
had for bodily or mental ills, it should 
be in some room: of this “house of 
many. mansions,” this caravanseral of 
scientific ministry and ‘study, where 
healing and teaching and research in 
every specialty of human ailment and 
treatment will be related through a 
federation of institutions which to- 
gether care for the whole man’ and 
for making the man whole. It is not; 
a single monster institution, but a 
group of autonomous institutions 
physically united and working to- 
gether. Each member has economic 
advantage of the nearness of others, 
as for example through the use of a 
central kitchen, a common power 
house and a single laundry. There is 
an advantage of convenience also to 
the patients in many cases, because of 
the instant. communication made pos- 
sible by the proximity of ‘the different 
centres of examination and treatment. 
But the greatest advantage is in the 
aid such an-association gives to the 
unification of knowledge and the un- 
derstanding of its interrelations. More- 
over, it furnishes an agency for edu- 
cating the present generation in guard- 
ing its own health, for making what 
has been learned on. the heights com- 
mon property in the homes and for 
consolidating it for transmission to the 
next generation. It is this service 
which is after all to be the greatest 
contribution of this intimate grouping 
under a joint administrative board of 
institutions that have been scattered 
over the island. ‘ 

A mountain and a river are good 
neighbors,” but never better than 
when they unite in giving sunlight 
and air to the sick. The location of 
the Medical Centre is ideal in this 
respect. From the summits, as Gen- 
eral WiLLIAM Barciay Parsons, the 
Chairman of the Administrative Board, 
said on the second anniversary of 
breaking ground for the foundation, 
there can be seen three States and the 
Atlantic Ocean. ‘The Centre's influ- 
ence, through its researches, teaching 
and treatment, will extend far beyond 
those bounds; but this wide horizon 
suggests its interest in the health and 
well-being of the millions who live in 
the adjoining corners of these three 
States and make the greatest centre of 
population in the world, It should have 
the greatest Medical Centre.

Britain’s first gesture of friendliness 
last December was met with fresh 
Chinese aggression. Her second ges- 
ture, in whfth she has offered to con- 
cede practically all the Chinese de- 
mands, is met by arrogant demands 
and a réfusal to continue negotiations. 
As a pretext is. given the action of 
Britain in adding to her. Asiatic forces. 
This looks as if the Chinese are deter- 
mined to be unreasonable, whether 
faced by force or kindness. They thus 
strengthen the suspicion that they are 
unwilling to negotiate for the reason 
that if the quarrels with the foreign 
Powers are settled the greatest single 
force in unifying China will be re- 
moved and the ascendancy of. those 
Chinese leaders who have been preach- 
ing anti-foreignism will be: threatened. 


MORE HOME-MADE NITRATES. 

After having spent $4,500,000 over a 
neriod of five years in conducting re- 
search, one’ of the richest American 
chemical manufacturing companies 
has decided to build at Hopewell, Va., 
what is destined to be the largest fac- 
tory in this country for the produc- 
tion of nitrates. Thus is another blow 
leveled at Chile’s old nitrate monopoly, 
broken for over a year by Europe’s 
synthetic ammonia plants, The Hope- 
well factory is to be a self-con- 
tained manufacturing enterprise, which 
means that it will generate its own 
steam-electric energy, Evidently our 
fertilizer industry is not necessarily 
restricted to the utilization of cheap 
water power if it is te meet the once 
fearful competition of Chile. 

Until the Hopewell factory is com- 
pleted the United States will probably 
remain Chile’s last large nitrate cus- 
tomer, Our farmers and manufac- 
turers buy ‘annually 160,000 short 
tons of contained nitrogen from Chile 


—over 50 per -cent. of the quantity) 


exported.: When it is considered that 
two great German companies pro- 
duced last year 400,000 short tons of 
synthetic ammionia, it is probable that 
Hopewell alone may ultimately manu- 
facture as much fixed nitrogen as we 
have hitherto imported from Chile. 

The Chilean nitrate industry is mak- 
ing its last stand at Coya Norte. There 
an enormous “ oficina” has been erect- 
ed by American business men and 
American engineers. It is to set an 
example in efficiency to the industry, 
notoriously old-fashioned and ineffi- 
cient. They think in large terms, 
these Americans. Already they have 
applied for an allotment of 600,000 
metric tons annually—about 30 per 
cent. of the entire Chilean production 
in 1926. Upon them Chile pins her 
hopes, If they fail her she must save 
herself, if she can, by reducing the 
60 per cent. export tax under which 
American farmers-have long groaned. 
Then will follow another battle . for 
supremacy between the chemists who 
have shown us how to make ammonia 
from nothing but the gases, and 
Americans who are applying Detroit 
quantity production methods to the 
extraction of ‘nitrates from South 
American saltpeter beds.

“The Truth About Publishing”. he 
draws freely on his own fifty- 
three years’ unbroken experience with 
writers “of all ranks and~all quali- 
ties,”". and his conclusion is that the 
disputes which arise are so few that 
they serve as a welcome spice to what 
might otherwise become a monotonous 
record of harmony. 

A general understanding ee prin- 
ciples, terms and conditions of pub- 
lishing books is now agreed on by 
publishers and the English Society of 
Authors. Both groups recognize that 
their interests, while not identical, are 
at least not conflicting. This under- 
standing has resulted in a much friend- 
lier feeling than existed when the 
publisher, who was also as a rule the 
retail bookseller, surrounded his nego- 
tiations with a fog of secrecy.

“brought them out on commission,

“ Scotsman.” Mr. Murray agrees with 
most publishers that this method is 
most unsatisfactory. If the book sells 
well, he gets only his small per- 
centage; if sales are small, he hardly 
receives enough to pay his expenses.

PHOTOGRAPHIC DRY RAIDS. 


Mills’s Plan Condemned, but Pos- 
sible Beneficial -Motive is Seen. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

This prohibition mess appears to 
have achieved extremes plentifully des- 
picable without Major Chester.P. Mills 
devising the photographic raids of 
whose origination he boasts. 

Are local Federal officials to persist 
in such Czaristic methods? Then the 
State Government should go further 
than its passive repeal of the Mullan-

But if circumstances 
should find him in one of them at the 
time a photographic raid occurs, the 
raiders are going to be given the op- 
portunity of exercising. their proud

th Dr, Lee’s statements as to the 
necessity for funds for forest research, 
neither.I nor any other forester can 
disagree. Our forest problems are so 
complex that the work which has been 
done to date has merely scratched the 
surface. There is serious need for. 
united effort to secure adequate funds 
from Government, industrial ‘and pri- 
vate sources in order that the many 
problems requiring a long time for 
their solution may be attacked at the 
earliest possible moment, The attitude 
of Tum Times toward problems of for- 
est research as well as ali other fores- 
try problems is particularly to be com- 
mended, since it is of the greatest im- 
portance that all ‘concerned should 
thoroughly understand the facts of the 
situation. That there is a steady de- 
pletion of forest resources throughout 
the world, and particularly in the soft- 
wood-producing- regions, no one can 
deny, but the statements of the British 
forestry experts as to exhaustion with- 
in twenty-five years would certainly 


be extreme, even if no constructive 
efforts were now under way. With 
proper support for forest research and 
for other necessary work we could 
look forward to reasonable supplies of 
wood for an almost indefinite period.

Governments which maintain 
themselves in power solely through 
military force should. not be recog- 
nized under any consideration for “the 
people should not be ruled and dom- 
‘inated, even in their internal affairs, 
by arbitrary, and {responsible force, 
but by, their own will and choice.”

The Communist faction among gar- 
ment: workers here, which has been 
struggling for ascendancy since the 
recent costly twenty-five-week strike 
terminated in the ousting by the In- 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 


Union of the radical Joint Board of 
Control, received — setback yesterday 
when Raymond V. — Impar- 
tial Chairman of the cloak industry, 
ordered the Industrial Council of Cloak 
and Suit Manufacturers to deal with 
the international. 

This means, in effect, that adherents 
to the deposed Joint Board of Control 
cannot hope for adjustment of differ- 
ences arising either between indi- 
viduals or locals and the manufactur- 
ers, leaving the communistic element, 
that still claims power, virtually 
stripped of authority. It was predicted 
that Mr. Ingersoll’s decision would go 
far toward realigning factious groups 
within the trade. 

Mr. Ingersoll’s decision, issued at his 
office*at 130 West Thirty-first Street, 
was based on a complaint by the in- 
ternational union against the firm of 
Sprayregen & Marks, 500 Seventh Ave- 
nue, an Industrial Council shop, for 
the firm’s refusal to take up a com- 
plaint with the union growing out of 
the discharge of a worker. Spray- 
regen & Marks replied that the com- 
plaint had been taken up with the de- 
posed Communist Joint Board of Cloak- 
makers. 

The declaration in the decision was 
that it was the duty of the Industrial 
Council to transact official ‘business 
with the international and with clerks 
and officers recognized by it, and the 
direction to reopen the complaint with 
the international was considered of 
vital import in. the suppression of 
communism, because it obliged 
manufacturers to turn to the interna- 
tional. In rendering his decision Mr. 
Ingersoll said: 

“The question now raised does not 
involve directly the merits of the orig- 
inal controversy, but does involve vital 
matters of procedure and jurisdiction 


tial machinery as set up collectively 
by the union, the Industrial Council 
and the other organizations in the cloak 
and suit industry.” 

He ‘went on to say that the Indus- 
trial Council ‘‘could not escape dealing 
with the. union’s supreme executive 
body, especially as that body’ alone is 
an effective party to all the other 
collective agreements under which 
labor standards throughout the indus- 
try are governed.” 

Morris Sigman, President of the in- 
ternational, expressed keen satisfac- 
tion- when informed of the decision. 
He took occasion to report progress |p, 
of registration of workers under the 
international leadership. Out of 34,000 
—— he said, 26,300 had regis- 
tered. 

Louis Hyman, Chairman of the. de- 
posed Joint Board, issued a statement 
saying: ‘‘The Impartial Chairman has 
been careful to point out that he did 
not make his decision on the merits 
of the dispute be*ween the interna- 
tional and the Joint Board, but acted 
for convenietice in the operation of the 
impartial machinery. 

“The decision will not prevent. the 
Joint Board from functioning in the 
usual manner. We will proceed to 
take up complaints of workers ‘and 
use all possible means to adjust them. 
The majority of the ‘workers are with 
us, and they are the ones to decide 
whom.they wish to represent them in 
complaints as well as in other mat- 
ters.’

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 1.—The wage 
scale demands to be submitted to the 
bituminous operators of the central 
competitive field on Feb. 14 will be 
voted on by the delegates to the 
United Mine Workers’ convention to- 
morrow.

In the intervening sixty 
years the firm which they, founded has 
sold, either alone or in association 
with other banks, a total of $10,000,000,- 
000 of securities, equivalent to more 
than half the national debt of the 
United States, and it has played an im- 
portant part in making Wall Street the 
financia} capital of the world. 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co. held no ceremonies 
yesterday in recognition of the sixtieth 
birthday of the firm, although con- 
gratulations pouréd in from many 
sources. The usual routine of business 
was carried through by executives and 
employes. 
that one’ of the most important trans- 
actions that the firm had undertaken 
happened to fall on the anniversary of 
its founding. This was the sale of 
$95,000,000 of bonds of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad, the largest piece of rail- 
road financing on record, with one 
exception, and the largest issue ever 
offered under one firm name. One of 
the pleasant tasks of officers was to 
make allotments of this issue to buy - 


ers, it having been heavily oversub- 
scribed. 

Functioning before many of the pres- 
ent-day Wall Sareet firms were found- 
ed, Kuhn, Loeb & Co. has been a leader 
in financing the modern industrializa- 
tion of the United States, particularly 
the development of its railroads; it has 
made important loans to foreign Gov- 
ernments, has floated European cor- 
porate securities in the United States, 
and has sold ‘American stocks and 
bonds throughout Europe at times in 
the development of this country when 
little market existed here. 


' Few Partners in Firm. 


One feature of the history of the 
firm is the small number of partners 
who have directed it, compared with 
the large personnel built up by some 
other Wall Street concerns. The last 
time that a partner was admjtted was 
in 1912, when Jerome J. Hanauer was 


taken into the firm after having served 
it in various capacities many years.

Among the earliest clients of the firm 
were railroads, then in the process of 
national development. Its first trans- 
actions with the Chicago & North- 
western were in 1880; the firm began 
serving the Pennsylvania and the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul in 1881, 
and there are many other railroads, 
including the Illinois Central, the 
Union Pacific, the Baltimore & Ohio 
andthe Chicago & Alton, with which 
it has been cooperating for from twen-

It was Kuhn, Loeb & Co. that fi- 
nanced the railroad achievements of 
the late Edward H. Harriman, and it 
also at times cooperated with the late 
James J. Hill.

Its annua! output for the last 
five years has averaged approximately 
168,000 tons, as compared with a total 
production of 208,000 tons in the United 
States and a world output of 307,500 
tons. 

The association. owns the common 
stock of a service corporation, which 
in turn owns the facilities for process- 
ing raisins. This corporation under 
contract treats, sells and distributes 
contract treats, sells and distributes the 
raisins and remits to the association 
the proceeds of such sales, less ex- 
penses and capital charges. The as- 
sociation in turh remits the proceeds 
to its individual members. The service’ 
company maintains twenty-seven dis- 
trict offices and suboffices ——— 
the country. More than $12,000,000 has 
been spent in the last eleven years in 
this country and abroad in advertising 
the association’s product.
